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Board of Directors Meets November 19 

The regular semi-annual meeting of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the National Canners Association will be held at the 
Sherman Hotel in Chicago on November 19, the meeting open- 
ing in the morning and continuing throughout the day. 

A meeting of the chairmen of the different sections of the 
Association has been called for Thursday evening, November 
18, and at this meeting the program for the coming National 
Convention will be discussed. 


Canned Foods Week Work Goes Ahead Rapidly 


With the distribution to the local committees of the sur- 
plus from the general Canned Foods Week fund, the campaign 
has taken on renewed activity, and reports received by the Na- 
tional Committee are most encouraging. 

The outstanding feature of this year's campaign is the work 
being done in the larger cities. New York, Philadelphia, Bos- 
ton, Chicago, St. Louis, Cleveland, Cincinnati, Pittsburgh, De- 
troit, Los Angeles, San Francisco, and Portland, for example, 
have their plans well under way. New York and Chicago have 
arranged for large amounts of billboard advertising on the ele- 
vated and subway lines, and the committees in these two cities 
expect to have the most effective campaign ever put on. 

At Pittsburgh and Minneapolis arrangements have been 
made for window trimming concerns both to distribute ma- 
terials and to put them up for the retailers, thus assuring the 
best use of all of the advertising matter provided va the Na- 
tional Committee. 

Local committees have placed orders with the — 
ters office for 50,000 copies of a leaflet designed for circulation 
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among the retailers telling them how to cooperate in the cam- 
paign. This leaflet has also been largely reprinted in the trade 
papers, thus reaching the grocery trade throughout the entire 
United States. 

Advertising, it is indicated, will be a more prominent feat- 
ure than in any previous campaign. Already local committees 
and newspapers have placed orders with the National Commit- 
tee for 75 sets of the matrices for Canned Foods Week adver- 
tisements. These matricea include eight separate advertise- 
ments, along with reproductions of the Canned Foods Week 
streamer. 

Various committees have also reported arrangements for 
radio talks. The National Committee has received a number 
of requests for the names of speakers who can address meet- 
ings of women’s organizations and social clubs. 

Shipment of display materials to the local committees was 
begun about the middle of September. The majority of the local 
committees have already placed their orders, and shipments 
have gone forward to them. In a number of places canners are 
cooperating with the local committees or are themselves ar- 
ranging to supply display materials to the distributors. There 
is opportunity for much more effective work along this line and 
the National Committee hopes that every canner will give his 
assistance.

Freight Movement Above Last Year's Record 


With a total of 1,185,524 cars, the loadings of revenue 
freight for the week ended October 2 were only 1,487 cars below 
the highest weekly record for all times. Compared with the 
corresponding week last year the total for the week of October 
7 was an increase of 72,241 cars. From January 1 to October 
2 loadings have totaled 40,437,413 cars as compared with 39,- 
606,227 for the corresponding period last year.

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Mexican Vegetable Shipments to United States 


In a review of the exports of vegetables to the United States 
ftom the West Coast of Mexico appearing in Commerce Re- 
ports, figures are presented showing that the shipments in- 
creased from 752 carloads in the year 1919-20 to 3,944 carloads 
in 1925-26. Tomatoes are the chief item in this trade, 739 car- 
loads being shipped in 1919-20 and 2,619 carloads in the year 
1925-26. Other vegetables figuring prominently in the trade 
are green peas, canteloupes and honeydews, and green peppers. 
The total value of the shipments of vegetables from the West 
Coast of Mexico to the United States in 1925-26 was $2,921,442. 


Alaska Fishery Regulations 
The Department of Commerce announces an amendment to 
the herring fishery regulations for the Cook Inlet area by which 
commercial fishing for herring is prohibited during the period 
from January 1 to July 14, both dates inclusive, in each calen- 
dar year. Commercial fishing for herring, except by set_and 
drift gill nets, is also prohibited from October 15 to December 
31, both date inclusive, in each calendar year. 


Colombia Lowers Condensed Milk Duty 


The Department of Commerce has received a cablegram 
from the Commercial Attache at Bogota stating that Colombia 
has temporarily reduced the import duty on condensed milk by 
30 per cent. 

Rates on Tin Cans From Virginia 


In June, the Interstate Commerce Commission suspended, 
until October 12, the operation of certain schedules which pro- 
posed to increase the rates on tin cans in carloads from Roa- 
noke, Bedford, Buchanan, and Troutville, Virginia, to destina- 
tions in Alabama, Florida, and the Mississippi Valley. The ef- 
fective date of the schedules was later voluntarily postponed by 
the carriers until November 25. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission, after investigation, 
has found that the proposed increases are not justified and has 
ordered the schedules cancelled and the proceeding discontinued, 
without prejudice, however, to the filing of new schedules in 
conformity with views expressed in the Commission’s report. 

The Commission's report provides that the new schedule of 
rates shall not be higher than those which would result from 
the application of the fifth class rates prescribed in the South- 
ern Class Rate Investigation. These latter rates are an increase 
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inally asked for by the carriers. For example, the existing rate 
from Roanoke to Memphis, Tennessee, is 79 cents per one hun- 
dred pounds. The carriers proposed a rate of 93.5 cents. The 
rate prescribed by the Southern Class Rate Investigation is 86 
cents. 


Sardine Market in Chile 


According to the American Consul at Valparaiso, the Chil- 
ean market prefers sardines put up in tomato sauce, although 
both tomato sauce and oil are acceptable. Spain and Norway, 
the chief competitors of the American exporters, find their 
greatest success in supply club size tins. The extent of the 
Chilean market is indicated by the fact that in 1925 that coun- 
try imported 1,287,155 kilos (a kilo is equivalent to 2.2 pounds). 
Of this total, the United States supplied 538,570 kilos. 


Cuba Adopts General Rule on Imported Food Products 

Cuba has adopted a new general rule with regard to the 
standards of purity with which imported food and drug prod- 
ucts must comply, effective October 18, 1926, according to ad- 
vices received by the Department of Commerce from Assistant 
Commercial Attache R. M. Connell, at Havana. 

Where the Cuban laws do not outline the standards of purity 
for certain food and drug products, the laws and standards pre- 
vailing in the country of origin will be applied; secondly, prod- 
ucts of inferior quality manufactured only for export, where 
public sale and consumption is prohibited or cannot be author- 
ized in the country of origin, shall be forbidden entry into Cuba. 


Canned Foods Week Crosses the Border 


Canada has always expressed an interest in the annual 
Canned Foods Week campaign in the United States and has it- 
self put on a Canned Foods Week, which was designed largely 
to increase the consumption of canned tomatoes. This year the 
National Committee has received a request from one of the 
largest distributors in British Columbia for Canned Foods 
Week display materials sufficient to cover over five hundred re- 
tail establishments. This company in the Northwest has a dis- 
tribution extending as far East as the province of Alberta. 


Studying Nutritive Value of Sausage 
The Bureau of Animal industry, it is reported, is now con- 
ducting a study of the chemical composition and nutritive value 
of sausages. A total of eighty-two samples of sausages have 


been analyzed and a determination of the vitamin and protein 
values is in progress.
